Albany Reports 
No Pedestrian 
Fatalities 


A complete report of Albany’s 
pedestrian accidents and accident 
prevention program has_ been 
forwarded to the California State 
Automobile Association for judg- 
ing in the American Automobile 
Association’s annual nationwide 
Pedestrian Protection Appraisal, 
it was announced today by Chief 
Ralph M. Jensen. 

The city’s pedestrian safety 
program will be evaluated, along 
with those of other cities of the 
same population group, by a 
board of judges comprising some 
of the most prominent men in 
the field of traffic safety. They 
will review all reports and an- 


nounce the winners later this 
year. 
Forty-five states, including 


California and Nevada, and 1,772 
cities, 81 in the area served by 
the CSAA, took part in last year's 
evaluation. 

In 1961 there were no pedes- 
trian fatalities here. Commenting 
on the causes of pedestrian acci- 
dents, Sgt. J. E. McLeod, contest 
representative for the city, said: 

“Outstanding pedestrian safety 
records can be achieved only 
through each of us exercising 
caution to avoid situations which 
have been proven to be highly 
dangerous. The most dangerous 
of these practices, as reported by 
the AAA Foundation of Traffic 

7, are crossing the streets 
parked cars, crossing 
against signals, crossing between 
intersections, walking in the 
roadway with traffic rather than 
against it, and failure to watch 
for trffic while crossing.”
